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Have not wrote to you ſince your 
departure for Breda, but I have re- 
ceived one Letter lince from you ; 
but now having ſome news to write, [ 
ſhall forbear no longer : but ſhall 
in brief give youan account of the deſtru- 
ction of the King of Swedens Army in Fue- 
nen, Opdam ether for want of courage , 
or commillion, having done nothing WOr- 
thy of a Cavalier, returned for Holland, 
leaving the work robe finiſhed by de Ruy- 
ter, who having ſhipped at Kel, the Con- 
tederate Army under the Command of 
that _. Gentleman Schaack & Lieut. 
Generall Eberſtein , ſet Sail for Fuenen , 
where, upon their landing they weregal- 
tantly veoived by the Sedes , under the 
Command of the Palrzgrave of Sultz back, 
but being over-powered by numbers and 
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they landing 1 in two places of tteIſand , 
the Swedes were forced to retreat into 
Nyborch whether de Rater failed, and lo 
hindred the Relicte which the King. of 
Swedenghd intend co fend them. Schaack 
bavingthus got footing in thel{land,mar- 
ched directly for Nyv0rch, tor the Smedinb 
Army being blockt up both by Sea and 
land, without any poſlibility of releite, 
ar laſt relolyed gallancly to march out and 
give the Contederate Army battel], and 
{o either to die on the bed of honour , Or 
elſe live victorioufly. So on the 24 of the 
laſt! St. Nov. the Paltzgrave of Suirgback 
with his Army marched out of Nyborch 
towards the Contederate Army , which 
lay about one mile from them, but in bat- 
talia to receive them. The Swedes moſt 
gallantly began the battell, and firſt chey 
ftel]-upon Eberſtein, and after a bloudy 
conflict, torced the wing under his Com- 
mand to retreat, ſo that for ſome time 
che victory did incline to the Swedes : but 
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Schaack perceiving how things went it 
that part of.the battel], with a telect com» 
pany of Souldiers fel upon the Swedes , 
who ſeemed to be v ictorious on that fide, 
and forced the STedesnot only to aſtand, 

but ro arctreat.In the mean time de Ruyter 
hearing by the ratling of the Muſquets 
that the fight was begun, {ſailed directly to 
the Town,and having z Forts to palle by, 
before he could come clole tothe Town, 

he bouldly1ſctupon them both at once, & 
ſo took them ; w nich being performed he 
came with his fleet cloſeup to the Town, 
into the which he dilcharged above 2000 
PICCes of Cannon, his leaſt Gun ſhooting 
over the Town. Now as the thundering 
of de Ruyters was a great encouragement 
totheContederate 4 rmy,l{oit mult of ne. 
cellity be a great diſcouragement to the 
Swedes, to hear their funerall knell rung 
by de Raxter's Ordinance : So that be- 
ing over-powered by the Confederate 
Army, forced the Swedes to arout, and 
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ſo.confuſedly fled all into Nyborch, being 
purlued by the whole'Army.. At their 
comming into Nyborch the Svvedes find 
themſelves in greater, danger then inthe 
batcell, the Town being but little, and 
de Ruyters Ordinance withour -mermiſh- 
on playing upon them, which forced the 
SV vedes to ſend to Schaack for a T reaty, 
and to appoint Commillioners, and they 
ſent an Officer todeRyyeer ro give him no- 
tice that they were 1n treaty ; whereup- 
on he left ſhooting, but told the Othcer, 
that if the treaty was not finiſhedin one 
hour,he would then bzgin the fightagain, 
and (ocalling foran Hour-glats he turned 
itup. .: As {oon as the Syvediſh Officer 
came to Schaack, and delircd to treat, he 
an{wered he hadno leaſure to treat , but 
demanded that the Svvedes ſthould ſur- 
render the whole liland of Fyener , with 
all their Arms and baggage, and;/both Ot. 
ficers great and ſmall, andallchecom- 
mon Souldters, to ſurrender chemlelves 
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both for life and death te his mercy. This 
ſeeming very hard to the Svvedes., they 
ſent again to him, but could get no other 
anſwer from him. In the time that this 
was tranſacting de Rayter's Hour-glaſs was 
out; and to let the Syvedes know to 
much he diſcharged ſome hundreds of 
Cannon-ſhot amongſt them, which for- 
ced the Spvedes to accept Schaack's pro- 
poſition, and gave de Ruytey notice of 
it : buthe did not leave ſhootting untill 
Schaack ſent his Trumpeter unto him 
with notice ofthe agreement. T here were 
ſlain upon the place and in the purluite 
General Major Botteker , 5 Colonells, 
3 Lieutenant Colonells, and about 2300 
horſe and foot on both ſides. In the fight 
were taken the Duke of Weimar, Grave 
Konmgsmark, Major General Barle yer, 
and Col. Smidt. Takenupon the furren- 
der Lieut. Gen. Horne, Major Gen, Grave 
Van Waldeck, General May. Heer, Grave 
Wrangle, 6 Colonels , another Grave Wal- 
deck, - 
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we, with all the Re Officers , and 4506 
Souldiers, 88.Standerts, 28 Foot Colors, 12 Cos 
lors of Dragoons, 36 Cannon. A more comple 
Victory then this.I have notlately heard of. - T 
next day Schenck having feaſted ae Ruyter and than-' 
kedhim ditmifſed him , who ſet: Sail for Trave/ 
mund: and as he wrote of their bf: December fram 
thence, that as ſoon as he'had taken iy bis pxovili; 
ons» he would fail for Copenhagen , Wherc he un- 
derſtovod there lay 36 Swediſh Men-of war , which 
he did intend tofight with , if they would ſtay his 
coming.l have allo notice tharas ſoon as the King 
of Sweden had notice of this misfortune, 'he burnt 
his Leaguer before Copenhagen, and lo retreated ta 
Cronenburg: the Paltzgrave of Sultzbaik,and Col, 
Steinbock were onely miſſing of the whole Army , 
being conceivedto have got away in a Filherboat 
for Zealand: but fince they write they were-both 
found in, women's Apparrell z daics after the fight, 
The Creame of the King of Swedens Army isloſtin 
this ation. ; ah 

I can adde no more at preſent, but to let you 
know that I ſhall conſtantly remain
